This Is a very con- 
servative estimate.

fatally or seriously Injured. 


At 6 o'clock last evening, 12. bodies 


were lying cold,in death in th? county 
courthouse, and as many more were 
scattered about across the desolated 
west end of the city.. No accurate esti- 
mate can as yet be placed on the loss of 
,l£e and property. Tho work of rescue 
and search for the missing goes on. 


The Western tlnion office is over- 


lowed with anxious ones, sending mes- 
sages and Inquiring the fate of their 
friends and other towns. Every avail- 
able wagon, buggy and horse is In use 
jy searchers and workers in the field of 
death. As time grows, later reports of 
Kreater loss, of life and property arrive. 
Many stories of miraculous escapes are 
told.

The Sherman courthouse Is Insufficient 


to hold the dead and wounded. The va- 
cant 
Moore building, on the south 


iquare, was utilized at 6 o'clock, 15 
colored people, dead or dying, being 
placed therein. 


Express drays, baggage wagons and 


all hinds of vehicles continue to come in 
with dead bodies'. Around the Moore 
building the highest excitement prevails 


fl the greatest difficulty Is experienced 


m "setting the names of tlie victims and 
accurate reports. 


The storm struck Sherman without 


warning on the southwest corner of t 
city, and cleared a path 100 yards wide 
almg the west end of the town. Houses, 
tries, fences and everything-went before 
the terrible force of the cyclone. 
The 


negro part of the town suffered the most 
severely. There are probably 30 negroes 
killed. Ten todies have been picked up 
In Post Oak creek. 


The flood of rain which attended "the 


storm was severe. The town Is a mass 
of mud and flying debris. There la much 
difficulty .-In finding..the dead and In- 
jured. .

A :newspaper correspondent standing 


on the north side of the Court Plaza had 
his attention called to the peculiar ap 
pearance of "the clouds. 
They were 


parted at the lower side, converging 
into a perfect funnel shape, while a low- 
lying, seething mass of vaporous clouds 
v.-ere rapidly revolving in the rift. The 
air was suddenly filled with trees and 
twigs, and the downpour of rain brought 
with it a. deluge of mud. Then the truth 
dawned upon ail that a cyclone was 
prevailing. 


From the point where It seems to have 


first descended to where It suddenly 
arose from the ground just north of the 
city. It left terrific marks of Its passing, 
not a house In Its pathway escaping; 
iiot a tree or shrub left standing or that 
Is not twisted and torn out of shape. 
Fences are gone. The iron bridge on 
Houston street is completely wrecked 
and blown away, notwithstanding Us 
hundred thousands of pounds of slec! 
and material. 
The number of. persons 


wounded will reach not less than 100 
and H will be several days before tbe 
exact number of fatalities can be given, 
IL.T many persons, and especially chll- 
dien, are missing, and many of the In- 
jured are In such critical-shape that .1 
score may be found before mornlhv- 


The greatest number of fatalities are 


reported from the colored settlement 
along Post Oak and Lincoln streets 
where several people were killed out- 


Very few persons In the demolished 


Louses are abje to tell how the storm 
burst upon them, and only in one or two 
instances were parties able to get ou 
of its deadly path. 


The number of missing fs large, and 


Includes a great many children, and It 
Is quite probable that the most of them 
are dead. 
It is very conservative to 


estimate that the list of fatalities wil 
reach 60, while the Injured will reach 
100. At the latest accounts 60 houses 
are totally wrecked. Most of them are 
small cottages, except In Fairvlew and 
Washington avenues,,where handsome 
residences also succumbed.

will reach at least J160.000, and but little 
if any, of it was covered by cyclone in- 
surance. 


About the most graphic description 


given by any of the Injured was that o: 
W. S. Bostvvlck, who aa,ys: "I was at 
John Irvine's house when I heard th< 
noise of'the approaching storm. Jus 
as I looked out, I saw Captain Bftrsea 
bouse blown Into the air, and also Mr 
Shearer's house. The air was filled will 
great trees and timbers and.every con 
cclvable kind of articles. I was petrl 
fled, for I aaw It was coming dlrectl} 
upon us, and that It could not be long In 
reaching, us. It was a black serpentine 
cloud, twisting, writhing in the center 
but at the bottom it seemed to be mov 
ins steadily, iwoke up from mystupo 
and called out to the family, who were 
in the house, and asked them not tc 
run out. I feared that we would all b 
struck by Hying timbers.

Sherman Tex., Hay 10. — A me/si crts- 


astruus cyclone struck Khermnn at 4:20 
o'clock ycatcrday afternoon. wiping out 
the entire wusierii end of thf; town. The 
lass nt life Is appalling. The de-id arc 
estimated tit 40. This iH a very con- 
servative estimate. 
Many more are 


fatally or seriously injured. 


At G o'clock last evening. 12 bodies 


weru lying cold In death in the county 
courthouse, and as many more were 
fic;ittercd about across the desolated 
west end of the city. No accurate esti- 
mate can as yet be placed on the loss of 
llCo mid property. The \vork of rescue 
and search for the missing goes on. 


The Western tfnlon odlce la over- 


flowed with anxious ones, Bending mes- 
a-.ise? and limulrliig the fate at their 
f: lends und other towns. Kvery avail- 
able \va^on. buggy nnd horse is In use 
by s-jarchcrs und wcirkers in the licld of 
death. Aa Urne grows, later reports of 
k'rt-ater loss of life and properly urrlve.

The Sherman courthouse is insufficient 


to hold the (loud and wounded. The va- 
cant 
iloore 
building, on the south 


square, was utilized at 6 o'clock, 15 
colored people, dead or dying, being 
pluci.'d therein, 


Kxi'ivsy draye, baggage wagons and 


all kimls of vehicles continue to come in 
v.-Ith dead bodies. Around the Moore 
building the hit-best excitement prevails 
tr.ul the Kreatest difficulty Inexperienced 
iti tfottins the names of tlie victims and 
accurate reports. 


The storm struck Sherman without 


warning on the southwest corner of th'- 
city, and cleared n path 100 yards wide 
nU nff the west end of the town. Houses, 
::•« es. fonces and everything went before 
u:e terrible force of the cyclone. The 
iii-fro part of the town suHered tho moat 
ivvercly. There are probably 30 negroes 
Killed. Ten bodies have boen picked up 
In Post Oak creek, 


The flood of rain which attended the 


yU-rm was severe. The tdwn Is a mass 
":" mud and flying debris. There Isrnuch 
difficulty In rinding the dead and in- 
Jurvd. 


A newspaper correspondent standing 


on the north side of the Court Plaza had 
his attention called to tha peculiar ap- 
pearance 
of tha clouds. 
They were 


parted at tha lower side, converging 
into a perfect funnel shape, white a low- 
lying. seething mags of vaporous clouds 
v.era rapidly revolving In the rift. Tho 
;ilr was suddenly filled with trees and 
livljfs, and the downpour of rain brought 
with It a deluge of mud. Then the truth 
dawned upon all that a cyclone was 
prevailing. 


From, the point where It seems to have 


first descended to where It suddenly 
arose from the ground Just north of the 
rlty, It left terrific marks of Us passing, 
not a house In Its pathway escaping;

given by any of the injured was that of

Shearer's house. The air was filled with 
great trees and timbers and every con- 
ceivable kind 'of articles.

It was a black serpentine 
cloud, twisting, writhing In' the center, 
but at the bottom It seemed to be mov- 
ing steadily.
